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Mystery over death 
of young musician 


PROMISING young 
musician James Fisher 
was found dead in a 
ditch less than half a 
mile from his home 
despite an extensive 
police search the previ¬ 
ous day an inquest 
heard. 

James, 15, a talented 
pianist and guitarist, was 
reported missing from his 
home at Silverley, Ashley, 
on February 1. 

There was an extensive search 
by specialist police teams and a 
helicopter. But his body was 
found the next day by volunteers 
called in to help police carry out 
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a new search of an area within a 
750 metre radius of his home, the 
inquest at Ely heard. 

Top musicians Sir Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney and Glenn Tillbrook 
sent tributes to James’s funeral 
earlier this year where some of 
his favourite music was played 
together with a recording of him 
at the piano. 

James, a Bottisham Village 
College student, had suffered a 
crisis of confidence about play¬ 
ing in public and had shot 
himself in the chest with an air 
rifle the previous year, his father 
Anthony Fisher, told the inquest. 

Mr Fisher said the incident 
was due to the frustration James 


felt about his lack of confidence 
and was not considered an 
attempt to kill himself. He 
subsequently had in-patient 
treatment at an adolescent ment¬ 
al health unit and underwent an 
operation to remove the pellet. 

He had returned to the college 
and had seemed “perfectly norm¬ 
al and very happy” the night 
before he disappeared. 

He had written to Hills Road 
Sixth Form College in support of 
his application to study for A- 
levels there and had seemed 
“very positive” about the future. 

But he was missing from the 
house when his parents woke up 
at around 6.30am on February 1. 

He had left the house without a 
coat and did not take his mobile 
phone. 

William Morris, coroner for 


North and East Cambridgeshire, 
recorded an open verdict. 

He said there was not enough 
evidence to conclude that James 
had committed suicide or that 
his death was accidental. 

Pathologist Dr Flora Jessop 
said the cause of death was 
“unascertained”. Tests showed 
that James had alcohol and 
prescription drugs in his body 
but the levels were not high 
enough to have caused his death. 

There was evidence of some 
reaction similar to drowning but 
no water was found in his lungs. 
The ditch where he was found 
had just four inches of water in 
it. 

Mr Morris said there was no 
evidence of foul play. 

“This is an extremely sad 
case,” he said. 



Sculpture causes a 
stir at town museum 


A LIFE-SIZE sculpture of a 
horse and jockey - made 
from horseshoes - is 
attracting attention 
outside Newmarket’s 
National Horseracing 
Museum. 

The sculpture has been 
created by 23-year-old 
Tom Hill, from Tewin, in 
Hertfordshire. 

Sarah Jarvis, enterprise 
manager at the museum, 
said the sculpture, made 
of hundreds of 
horseshoes, had caused 


“quite a stir” with visitors. 
It is on sale with a price 
tag of £8,400. 

Mr Hill has been sculpting 
for about three years part- 
time and in 2006 he 
created a work called 
Elephant Arch. 

It includes three life-size 
elephants and was 
commissioned by Lady 
Salisbury for Hatfield 
House, in Hertfordshire. 
One of his smallest works 
is a life-size squirrel which 
sells for £105.

Sheikh Mohammed and ex-jockey 
awarded Pride of Racing honours 


AN ex-jockey who nearly 
died in a swimming pool 
has won a top racing 
industry award. 

Alfie Westwood, 73, was 
revived by staff at Newmarket 
swimming pool in June after he 
sank to the bottom while 
swimming with his twin 
brother. 

Now he has been honoured 
with a Pride of Racing award 
for a lifetime of service to 
horseracing. 

Mr Westwood, of Barry 
Lynham Drive, Newmarket, has 
been involved with horseracing 
for 58 years and still helps out 
at trainer Willie Musson’s 
stables and demonstrates 
horseriding techniques at the 
National Horseracing Museum 
in Newmarket High Street. 

His riding career included 
beating top jockey Gordon 
Richards in 1952 and a fall at 
Folkestone in 1969 when his 
horse crashed through the rails. 
He has had three hip 
replacement operations and 
still has a dislocated collar 
bone. 

He was the only Newmarket 
winner among the four to 
receive awards at the 
presentation at Lord’s cricket 
ground in London. 

He said: “There are more 
people I thought were more 
deserving.” 

Mr Westwood, who last year 
received a Racing Welfare 
Lifetime in Racing award, 
received a bronze horse statue 
at the event.

The event also honoured 
Sheikh Mohammed, the ruler of 
Dubai and leading racehorse 
owner, for being racing’s 
“single greatest benefactor”. 

The Sheikh, who owns stables 
in Newmarket through his 
Godolphin racing organisation 
and around 4,000 acres of stud 
farms near the town through 
his Darley horse breeding 
operation, gave £10 million to 
four charities last year following 
the sale of the Racing Post 
which he previously owned. 

The award citation said: “He 
has been uniquely supportive 
of a range of racing-related 
good causes, almost always 
without any fanfare or publicity, 
and has offered his backing to 
many worthy projects.”

School has maintained its 
annual conker championship 
despite “health and safety” 
concerns which have led other 
schools to halt the autumn 
game. 

More than 350 children took

They 
had 10 shots each and neither 
of them missed so I declared 
them joint champions.” 

He added: “I’ve only been at 
this school since January, but 
I’ve been teaching for 20 years 
and most of those years I’ve 
organised a conker contest. 
“It’s rather nice to see children 
enjoying themselves playing an 


old-fashioned game. 

“Children have got to learn to 
manage risk and take 
responsibility to enjoy 
themselves safely. 

“If you ban things like this and 
wrap them in cotton wool then 
they don’t learn. 

“If you take the right 
precautions it’s good for 
them.”

Bus cuts would 
‘hit job chances’ 


A FURTHER petition 
has been presented to 
Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council opposing 
plans to axe late night 
buses. 

The latest petition, with 
about 320 signatures, was 
organised by Burwell 
resident John Smith. 

The council has already 
had a 700-signature petition 
opposing the withdrawal of 
subsidies which would keep 
the late night and Sunday 
services on the 10 and 10A 
Stagecoach services bet¬ 
ween Cambridge and 
Newmarket. 

The cuts are being propo¬ 
sed as part of a £300,000 
package of savings which 
will result in the withdrawal 
of subsidies from eight 
routes. 

Mr Smith, 56, of Silver 
Street, Burwell, said three of 
his four daughters regularly 
used the buses when they 
were at sixth form college in 
Cambridge and his youngest 
daughter, now 14, would use 
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it in the future. He presented 
the petition to Cllr Matt 
Bradney, cabinet member 
for growth and infra¬ 
structure, before a council 
meeting on Tuesday 

He was supported by Cllr 
Hazel Williams, who rep¬ 
resents Burwell. 

She queried survey 
results which have suggest¬ 
ed that the late buses from 
Cambridge to Bottisham, 
the Swaffhams and Burwell 
were under-used. 

She said: “It is unaccept¬ 
able that the service should 
have been part of the con¬ 
sultation in the first place. 

“If the data used had been 
accurate there would be no 
suggestion of withdrawing 
the subsidy for the route 
10/10 A.” 

Mr Smith said the cuts 
would lead to more car 
journeys and more environ¬ 
mental problems. 


He said: “The isolation of 
those without their own 
transport will also have a 
major impact. 

“There are far more 
employment opportunities 
in Cambridge than in any of 
the villages and not being 
able to reach them will 
affect all age groups. 

“My eldest girls had part- 
time jobs while at college 
and they regularly did not 
finish work until late 
evening, using the bus to get 
home. 

“Not all full or part-time 
workers finish before 6pm - 
I know several people who 
live in the villages and use 
the bus for work - so 
employment opportunities 
for those who live in the 
villages will definitely be 
affected.” 

The county council is 
expected to decide next 
month where the cuts will 
be made and the affected 
services are likely to be 
withdrawn in January.

Possible delay for St Felix revival 


REPLACEMENT buildings for 
a fire-hit school are being 
delivered this week. But they 
may not be ready for use 
immediately after half-term as 
planned. 

Teachers at Newmarket’s St 
Felix Middle School and 
Suffolk County Council educ¬ 
ation chiefs had hoped that the 
pre-fab buildings could be 
installed and prepared for use 
on Monday, November 3, the 
first day after half term. 

But they are taking a 
cautious line and have not 
announced a date for when the 


375 pupils will be back together 
on the school site. 

Classes are currently dis¬ 
persed at three different 
schools in the town following 
the blaze which devastated the 
school buildings on August 5. 

A county council spokesman 
said: “We are pushing things as 
quickly as we can to get the 
whole school back together as 
soon as possible. 

“But with anything like this, 
work can be affected by the 
weather so we have not given a 
date yet.” 

Rosalind Turner, the county 


council’s director for children 
and young people, said, in an 
open letter to parents: “We are 
working hard to make sure 
that we have the new school 
ready for pupils to move into 
after half term. 

“We will confirm the date of 
the move as soon as possible. 
Please be assured, the new St 
Felix will offer the very best we 
can provide and will continue 
to offer pupils excellent 
resources and first class 
teaching and learning 
throughout the next four years, 
until the final arrangements 


for education in Newmarket.” 

The first buildings were 
delivered from manufacturers 
Portakabin this week. 

The new buildings will 
include specialist teaching 
areas, a hall, dining room and 
areas for PE and sports. New 
equipment has been ordered 
for the buildings to replace all 
that was destroyed in the blaze. 

A 14-year-old boy has been 
charged with arson and is 
awaiting trial at crown court.

Paddocks ‘should be 
cherished and valued’ 


A CAMPAIGN to 
save a primary 
school from closure 
is gaining moment¬ 
um. 

Parents opposing plans 
to close Newmarket’s 
Paddocks school have 
announced the date for a 
protest march. 

It is planned for Satur¬ 
day, November 8, and will 
follow a route along the 
High Street from The 
Severals green to the 
Memorial Hall Gardens. 

The march is the latest 
move in the campaign 
which has already seen 
the school record its own 
“protest song” and release 
it on CD and online this 
week. 

The CD launch was 
marked by a release of 150 
balloons at the school on 
Monday. Children also 
sang the song to shoppers 
in the town’s Guineas 
Centre on Saturday 

Some parents were exp¬ 
ected to attend a Forest 
Heath District Council 
meeting last night which 
was being addressed by 
Rosalind Turner, Suffolk 
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County Council’s director 
of children and young 
people’s services. 

She was due to discuss 
the switch to two-tier 
education which will re¬ 
sult in the closure of 
middle schools across the 
county. The Paddocks 
closure was an additional, 
and unexpected, side- 
effect of the educational 
re-organisation. 

Suffolk education chiefs 
have said primary schools 
in Newmarket have spare 
places and merging Padd¬ 
ocks with Houldsworth 
Valley primary school will 
create a new 400-pupil 
primary. The new school 
will be the largest of its 
kind in the town. 

Education chiefs have 
argued that the new 
school will give parents 
“more choice” about 
where they want to send 
their children. 

But local MP Richard 
Spring has opposed the 
closure of Paddocks and 
has urged parents to write 


directly to the county 
council to object. 

A consultation meeting 
at the school last week 
saw unanimous support 
for keeping it open. 

Frank Stockley, area 
education manager, told 
the meeting Newmarket’s 
eight primary schools 
were 20 per cent under¬ 
used and the idea of a 
merger between schools 
had been “put on the 
agenda” by school heads. 

“We have a respon¬ 
sibility to look at how we 
can best match the demo¬ 
graphic. We haven’t iden¬ 
tified inadequacies in any 
schools,” he said. 

Parents at the meeting 
said they would not send 
their children to a merged 
school and one mum said 
she would move so her 
children could go to a 
school with a good 
reputation. 

Mr Spring said Padd¬ 
ocks should be “cherished 
and valued”. 

“I see no compelling 
reason for closure or mer¬ 
ger. The timing is wrong 
and the principle is 
wrong,” he said.

Sir, I hope that Newmarket Town Council 
is going to make certain that the 
developer who demolished the War 
Memorial on Exning Road establishes an 
appropriate mount for a weatherproof 
plaque at raised ground level. 

As a war veteran in Bomber Command 3 
Group, 1939-1945 operational, and as an 
Exning Road boy, demobbed in 1946,1 
lived nearly opposite the site where the 
memorial was built. 

This piece of land, I believe, was in the 
grounds of St Fabians, later owned by 


the White Lodge Hospital, and as far as I 
am aware was in fact part of the garden 
which belonged to the Gardener’s 
Cottage. 

A Mr Millington (who lost a son, Peter, in 
the war) together with myself and others 
decided to do something about 
remembering the people of Exning Road 
who were killed. Hence the area given by 
White Lodge Hospital. This land was 
consecrated and a shelter built by local 
lads, the Field Brothers, from public 
donations. 


Regarding the deeds, could West Suffolk 
Council, who built houses for the police 
also flats for hospital workers, 
demolishing the Gardener’s Cottage in 
the process, have any knowledge of 
these? 

We must not allow this memorial to be 
pushed to one side. I was one of the 
lucky ones. We must remember those 
who did not come back.

Sir, I wanted to tell 
readers about progress 
on the replacement of the 
St Felix buildings now 
that some weeks have 
passed since staff and 
pupils began the new 
school year. 

Firstly, though, I am sure 
everyone will want to join 
me in paying tribute and 
saying thank you to the 
staff whose tremendous 
hard work and 
professionalism have 
made the smooth 
restoration of teaching 
and learning possible. 
Local authority staff have 
been working alongside 
school colleagues and 
governors to support 
them throughout this 
period and will continue 
to do so. 

The current arrangements 
for pupils are only short 
term. We are working 
hard to bring the whole 
school back together on 
the St Felix site after the 
half term. I wanted to let 
readers know more about 
what the new school will 
look like and how we will 
be supporting young 
people’s education at St 
Felix for the foreseeable 
future. 

The school will be a two 
storey building 
constructed in a horse¬ 
shoe formation on the 
back field. It will be a real 
school building with 
classrooms that are 
spacious, light and airy. 
Drawings and 
photographs of the 
buildings were displayed 
at the recent parents' 
evening and will soon be 
available on the school’s 
website and in a future 
newsletter. 

The school will have 
specialist facilities for 
science, IGT, food 
technology, design 
technology, music and art 


as well as general 
teaching spaces. There 
will also be a hall and 
separate dining facilities. 
Equipment, particularly 
ICT, will be brand new 
and all of the teaching 
rooms will have inter¬ 
active whiteboards. 
Provision for pupils with 
special educational needs 
will continue to be first 
class and the school will 
have a lift installed to give 
access to the first floor. 
The full range of PE and 
sports activities will 
continue to be offered. 
You may have seen that 
the old buildings are 
being demolished and 
that there are contractors 
at work already on the 
back field. Services are 
being put in place and 
ground works for the new 
building start this week. 

St Felix staff are presently 
working with the county 
supplies service to order 
all the resources and 
equipment the school will 
need for the future. We 
intend to make sure that 
St Felix pupils have the 
best facilities and 
resources possible. 

We are working hard to 
make sure that we have 
the new school ready for 
pupils to move into after 
half term. We will confirm 
the date of the move as 
soon as possible.

Sidecars rally for 
golden celebration 



MOTOR-CYCLE and sidecar 
enthusiasts from all over the 
British Isles descended on a 
village pub to celebrate their 
federation’s half-century. 

Around 60 sidecar 
“combinations” turned up at 
Burwell’s Fox pub where the 
Federation of Sidecar Clubs was 
formed in 1958. 

A commemorative plaque was 
unveiled by one of the founders, 
John Bye, who lives near the pub 
in Silver Street, Burwell, and was 


picked up in a sidecar for the 
afternoon of celebrations. 

Bob Parsons, the event organiser 
and federation treasurer, said the 
reason for choosing The Fox for 
the inaugural meeting was lost in 
the mists of time. But it was 
probably because a majority of 
the nine clubs which attended 
the meeting were from East 
Anglia.

SIGNS advising drivers 
to slow down outside 
schools are among a 
package of road safety 
schemes approved for 
villages plagued by 
speeding motorists. 

Parish councils in East 
Cambridgeshire put in 40 
bids for road improvements 
and seven schemes have been 
nominated to go forward for 
budget approval next year. 

The work is jointly funded 
by Cambridgeshire County 
Council, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council and 
the parish councils, with a 
budget of £137,000 likely to be 
available. 

One of the chosen schemes 
is the installation of flashing 
20mph advisory signs outside 
the primary school in 
Kennett. 

The current speed limit is 
40mph and parish coun¬ 
cillors have been cam¬ 
paigning for a reduction on 
the road, which is regularly 
used as a “rat run” by lorries 
travelling from the All to the 
eastbound A14. 

Angela Roebuck, acting 
head at Kennett School, said: 
“We would certainly like a 
lower limit than 40mph. It is 
certainly a problematic road 
which is used by a lot of 
lorries.”

Council, said: “We would still 
like an enforceable 20mph 
limit. But we are pleased to 
have had some support and 
this scheme will trial the 
lower limit.” 

A similar scheme is plan¬ 
ned in Sand Street, Soham, 
outside St Andrews Primary 
School and the village 
college, and near the school 
in Little Downham. 

The other schemes backed 
by the East Cambridgeshire 
traffic management area 
joint committee are school 
safety improvements in the 
Parsons Lane area of Little- 
port; speed reduction and 
junction improvements in 
the village of Ashley, near 
Newmarket; footpath widen¬ 
ing for a route popular with 
children in Fordham; and the 
building of a crossing point 
and other safety measures 
outside Swaffham Bulbeck 
primary school. 

Cllr Judy Broadway, who 
represents the Fordham, 
Kennett and Soham areas, 
said she was “delighted” 
with the committee’s choice 
of schemes.

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Wrapping up 
winter crime 


MORE than 500 
village stores and 
post offices will be 
visited by police as 
part of a winter 
crime-busting 
scheme. 

Shops in the New¬ 
market and Haverhill 
areas will be among 
those included in the 
Suffolk police project, 
codenamed Operation 
Arctic. 

The operation has 
been launched to 
coincide with darker 
nights and the run up to 
Christmas when robbers 
often target vulnerable 
village shops. 

A special information 
pack has been put to¬ 
gether by Suffolk Police 
Community Safety and 
Crime Reduction team 
and Post Office Security 
and will be hand- 
delivered to post offices 
and shops from this 
week. 

Inspector Ben Cook 
said: “As the clocks go 
back and the evenings 
get darker, criminals 
take the opportunity to 
prey on stores.

“We want to give post 
office and shop man¬ 
agers information they 
can use to deter these 
people and keep them¬ 
selves, their customers 
and their businesses 
safe. 

“Simple things like 
locking staff doors and 
good outside lighting 
will help to keep 
criminals at bay.” 

The packs also 
contain information on 
the Raid-control scheme 
which offers a five-point 
plan for businesses to 
help deter crime and 
detect any criminals 
who carry out raids. 

It includes using 
CCTV security cameras, 
using indelible staining 
and cash-marking equip¬ 
ment, installing a safe 
with a time delay and 
minimising the amount 
of cash kept on the 
premises. 

Stores can display the 
Raid-control logo once 
they have been inspect¬ 
ed by a crime reduction 
officer. 


Extra police patrols 
will also be carried out 
near vulnerable stores 
and the public are being 
asked to report any 
suspicious activities 
near convenience stores 
and post offices. 

Insp Cook said: “It is 
likely that a criminal 
will visit the shop they 
want to target in the 
hours, days or weeks 
leading up to the 
offence. 

“This could simply be 
driving past or sitting in 
vehicles outside. 

“If the community 
acts as an extra set of 
eyes and ears, infor¬ 
mation passed to us 
could stop these visits 
before they become a 
serious incident.” 

The same operation 
last year helped to bring 
about the arrest and 
conviction of a robber 
involved in offences in 
Suffolk, Essex and 
Norfolk. He later 
received an “indeter¬ 
minate” sentence. 

Police have appealed 
to the public to call 999 if 
they suspect a robbery 
is in progress.

Driver in 120mph 
fatal crash had 
been drinking 


A DEVOTED couple 
died when a car driv¬ 
ing on the wrong side 
of the road crashed 
into them at around 
120mph, an inquest 
heard yesterday 

Paul Adams, 40, and 
Kathryn Dunn, 26, were 
heading to the airport for 
a dream holiday when 
they were killed in the 
horrific accident on the 
Fordham bypass on 
March 11 last year. 

The driver of the other 
car, Ben Edwards, 22, of 
Northfield Road, Soham, 
remains seriously injured 
from the accident and will 
not face prosecution. He 
had been drinking and 
had also used cannabis 
before the accident. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “Mr Edwards is in 
no fit state to go through 
with a trial and both of 
the victims’ families are 
aware of this.” 

Father-of-two Mr 
Adams was driving him¬ 
self and Miss Dunn in his 
Mercedes CLK on the 
A142 when they were in

collision with a Mercedes 
SLK, just before 5am. 

The couple, of South 
Wootton, near King’s 
Lynn, were on their way 
to Gatwick Airport for a 
holiday in the Caribbean. 

Both families of the 
couple struggled to fight 
back tears at Ely Magis¬ 
trate’s Court, as they 
heard the car that plough¬ 
ed into them was driving 
at almost 120mph along 
the 60mph route. 

The inquest also heard 
that Edwards refused to 
give a police blood sample. 

However, nurses at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
took a sample while he 
was unconscious, which 
showed he had been drink 
driving and had also been 
using cannabis. 

The inquest heard that 
Edwards had been out 
with friends in New¬ 
market on the evening 
prior to the crash. 

He was supposed to stay 
at the home of his best 


friend Thomas Preen, in 
Newmarket, that night. 

In a statement Edwards’ 
friend, Lee Fuller, of West 
Drive Gardens, Soham, 
who shared a taxi back to 
Mr Preen’s house with 
Edwards’, said they left 
the club at 3.30am. 

“When we arrived it 
was late so we decided not 
to knock on Thomas’ door 
so Ben got in his car to 
drive me home and then 
him. 

“He put his seat belt on 
and was driving perfectly 
normally” 

The families learned 
that both Mr Adams and 
Miss Dunn died from 
multiple injuries and 
severe burns in the 
accident. 

Coroner William 
Morris said: “It may be of 
some comfort for the 
families to know that Mr 
Adams and Miss Dunn 
did not suffer the agonies 
of being burnt. 

“It would have been 
very quick with the sheer 
impact of the crash.” 

Mr Morris recorded a 
verdict of accidental 
death.

Cash no longer 
king for tax bills 


CASH will no longer be 
accepted for Council Tax 
bills from the end of 
January. 

Forest Heath District 
Council has decided to stop 
accepting cash payments at 
its offices in Newmarket, 
Mildenhall and Brandon. 

But the offices will rem¬ 
ain open and none of the 
staff will lose their jobs. 

Instead of dealing with 
what the council says is a 
dwindling number of cash 
payments, the staff will 
instead handle a range of 
customer queries including 
helping with Housing 
Benefit claims. 

The council has said that 
the majority of people pay 
their Council Tax by direct 
debit but customers can 
request bills with bar codes 
which can be used to make 
payments at post offices or 
other shops displaying the 
PayPoint sign, 

Bills can also be paid on¬ 
line or by using an auto¬ 
mated telephone system. 

The offices have dealt 
with falling numbers of 
visitors since the council 
sold its housing stock to 
Kings Forest Housing in 


October 2004, resulting in 
an end to tenants paying 
their rents at the council 
offices from April, 2006. 

Fines imposed in the 
council’s car parks can 
currently also be paid at the 
offices. 

But it will not be possible 
to settle them with cash 
after January 30. 

There are plans to 
refurbish the offices, but 
the work may be put on 
hold if it does not start 
before April because of an 
expected halt on spending 
on new projects as the 
council is due to be ab¬ 
sorbed into a new council 
covering a much larger 
area. 

At Newmarket the 
council offices in The 
Guineas Centre are due to 
be extended into the former 
public toilets next door. 

Costing of the work is 
being considered by the 
council’s capital working 
group next month 

If the work goes ahead 
staff will temporarily 
transfer to the tourist 
information centre at Pal¬ 
ace House, Newmarket.

New head sets his 
standards high

A SCHOOL’S new 
principal has spoken of 
his determination to 
improve discipline and 
results. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr has talked 
of the challenges he faces as the 
head of Newmarket College as 
he nears the end of his first 
half-term at the school. 

An insistence that students 
wear school uniform and show 
respect to staff, other students 
and themselves is the first step 
towards better results, he said. 

“There is a change in 
expectation of what is and what 
isn’t acceptable,” said Dr 
Cadwalladr, a life-long rugby 
player who still turns out for 
Cambridge. 

One of his aims is to improve 
the school’s reputation so that 
parents want their children to 
be educated there. 

It is currently less than full 
with 550 students, including the 
sixth form. But its maximum 
capacity is 630 - plus the sixth 
form. 

“It’s a shame because the 
facilities are fantastic and the 
teaching staff are very 
professional,” he said. 

“I have set my standards of 
behaviour very high. I have 
made it clear to students that if 
they swear at staff there will be 
fixed-term exclusion and an

assault on another student will 
be a fixed-term exclusion. 

“I am very clear and very 
strong on respect. You can’t run 
a school without co-operation 
between staff and students. 

“The uniform is symbolic. If 
students wear it properly it’s 
symbolic that they are prepared 
to be here and do the right 
thing. 

“Young people will always try 
to push the boundaries, but 
they respond to clear bound¬ 
aries. It’s shades of grey that 
cause conflict.” 

He has made it clear that 
college is not a place for 
youngsters to mess about or 
simply pass the time with 
friends. 

Dr Cadwalladr, 43, who has a 


son of 14 and a daughter aged 
11, has been teaching for 16 
years. He trained as a science 
teacher and was deputy 
principal at Linton Village 
College before taking up the 
appointment at Newmarket 
College following the retire¬ 
ment of the previous head 
Stephen Dart. 

His previous teaching posts 
have been at Mildenhall, 
Netherhall in Cambridge and 
in March. 

This term he has had the 
unexpected challenge of pro¬ 
viding classrooms for pupils 
from the town’s St Felix Middle 
School after their buildings 
were destroyed in an arson 
attack. 

In addition the college, like 
all schools in Newmarket, is 
facing major reorganisation 
with Suffolk County Council’s 
decision to switch to two-tier 
education. 

One of his main concerns 
about the switch has been the 
future of the college’s sixth 
form with rumours that it 
could be moved to a new site 
combined with students from 
Mildenhall. 

But after a consultation 
meeting last week with county 
councillors and education 
officials he said he felt “very 
positive” that the sixth form 
provision would remain at the 
college. 

“This is a fantastic school. I 
know it will grow, develop and 
improve,” he said.

On the current tour the band is 
performing with a trio of singers - 
Marc Almond, Ruby Turner and 
Louise Marshall. 

Naturally, Jools has nothing but 
praise for them. 

“They all have a completely 
different role,” he says. 

“Marc is a wonderful icon of 
British popular music, and his 
voice is just fantastic. 

“Like anyone who’s good, he’s 
getting better as he gets older. 
“Ruby Turner is such a contrast to 
Marc. She’s the perfect person to 
come on and belt over the top of 
the orchestra. Ruby’s like 
someone from another age.”

THE BEER Scooter was 
conceived in a moment of 
inspiration in - where else? - the 
pub some years ago, writes Mike 
Scialom.

JIM Bolger stole the show on a 
glittering card at Newmarket on 
Saturday by bagging the Darley 
Dewhurst Stakes with Intense 
Focus and the Emirates Airline 
Champion Stakes with New 
Approach. 

The latter was on familiar 
territory, having landed the 
Dewhurst 12 months ago, and 
showed his abundant class by 
forging across the line six lengths 
to the good as the 6-5 favourite. 

The Derby winner took the Irish 
equivalent last month and proved 
different class under Kevin 
Manning as he brought down the 
curtain on a dazzling career. 

His pacemaker Upton Grey 
controlled matters throughout and 
the pair occupied the first two 
places until the three-furlong 
marker when Manning, using just 
hands and heels, set New 
Approach about his business. 

The son of Galileo powered 
clear with consummate ease to 
shave almost a second off the 
track record, clocking 2min 
00.13sec. 

In doing so he became the first 
horse since Sir Ivor in 1968 to 
follow up a Derby win in the 
Champion Stakes, and only the 
third in history to win both of 
those races in addition to the 
Dewhurst. 



SATURDAY’S crowd at the 
NatWest Rowley Mile was more 
than 14,100, down slightly on last 
year but consistent with the rest 
of this season’s figures at HQ, 
said Stephen Wallis, the 
managing director at Newmarket. 


Bolger said of his charge, who 
now heads for a career at Darley 
Stud: “He was in super form 
coming up to this week and I 
couldn’t have been happier with 
him. He was the complete package 


today This was the best I have had 
him all season. He is a true 
champion.” 

Henry Cecil’s Twice Over fared 
best of the home defence by giving 
chase in second and will probably 
stay in training, said Teddy 
Grimthorpe, racing manager to 
owner Khalid Abdullah yesterday 

Intense Focus scraped home by 
a nose after a three-way photo 
finish to provide Bolger with a 
third consecutive success in the 
Dewhurst. 


Manning pushed the 20-1 chance 
in between Mill Reef winner Lord 
Shanakill and Finjaan inside the 
distance and the trio flashed past 
the post together. It took the judge 
several minutes to make a 
decision, but Intense Focus was 
eventually called the winner, with 
Finjaan a nose back in third and 
Shaweel a half-length fourth. 

“I am not sure whether he is 
going to run in the Derby or not, 
but I am sure that I will have him 
entered,” said Bolger. 


Icon will be okay 
for Marathon: Roy 

OWNER and British Horseracing 
Authority chairman Paul Roy is 
hopeful Sixties Icon can make his 
presence felt in the Breeders’ Cup 
Marathon at Santa Anita on 
Saturday. 

The Jeremy Noseda-trained 2006 
St Leger hero has enjoyed 
something of a renaissance, 
winning his last three starts in 
Group company, most recently 
the Cumberland Lodge Stakes 
at Ascot. 

Roy said he would not be in 
America to see the Jeremy 
Noseda-trained five-year-old race, 
but added: “Sixties Icon had a 
gallop at Lingfield last weekend 
and then headed out. 

“He is running on the artificial 
surface for the first time but we 
think he will handle it well. 

“They say the surface suits horses 
who like cut in the ground and I 
think that is something he has got 
better with as he has got older.” 
Although Sixties Icon will be retired 
at the end of the season it may not 
be his last race, particularly if 
connections get an invitation to 
compete in Japan or Hong Kong.
